WESTERN ROADS HARD HIT 


One of the Roads in Three Months 
Was Fined $40,000—Roads De- 
clare That They Cannot 
Meet the Conditions Im- 
posed by Government. 


Chicago, July 30.—Western railroads 
are near an open break with the post- 
office department over the transpor- 
tation of the malls, owing to a number 
of recent orders. The latest cause of 
grievance is the imposition of heavy 
fines on nearly all the roads for delay 
in delivering the mails. To consider the | 
situation, a number of railroad offi- 
cials held an importa! t conference here 
yesterday. 

One of them declares that the fines 
levied by the government against his 
road in one quarter amounted to $40,- 
000. A similar condition on other roads 
was reported.

It was 4:35 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
that debate on the bill ceased and voting 
on the amendments and substitutes be- 
gan. 

DAY’S DEBATE PASSED 
WITHOUT AN INCIDENT 

It had been a quiet day. The gal- 
leries were empty. No visitors had 
been allowed on the floor of the house 
or in the cloak rogms. No one but 
representatives, clerks and authorized 
newspaper men were in the hall. The 
flood of impassioned oratory had not 
developed. True there had been speech-

THE BILL AS 


AMENDED 


AND PASSED BY HOUSE 


As amended and passed by the house 
the Hardman-Covington-Neel prohibdi- 
tion act reads age follows: 

“An act to prohibit the manufacture, 
sale, barter, giving away to induce trade, 
or keeping or furnishing at public places, 
or keeping on hand at places of business 
of any alcoholic, spirituous, malt or in- 
‘toxicating liquors or intoxicating bitters, 
or other drinks, which if drunk to excess 
will produce intoxication; to except sales 
of alcohol in certain cases, upon certain 
conditions; to provide certain rules of 
evidence in connection with the enforcees- 
ment hereof; to prescribe penalties, and 
for other purposes. 

“Section |. From and after the first 
day of January next, afier@ he passag* 
of this act, it shal! not beYawful for 
any person within the limNs of this 
state to sell or barter for valvahle con- 
*ideration, either directly or indirectly, 
ar give away to induce trade at any 
place of business, or keep or furnish at 
any other places, or manufacture = or 
keep on hand at their place of business 
any alcoholic, spirituous, matt or i- 
toxicating liquors, or intoxicating vitters, 
or other drinks, which, if drunk to ex- 
cess, will produce intoxication, and any 
person so offending shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and shal] be punished as 
prescribed in section 1039 of the penal 
code of Georgia. Nor shall it be lawful 
in the limits of said state for intoxicat- 
ing liquors to be sold in dispensaries, 
and the sale of intoxicating liquors in 
sufd state shall be prohibited to private 
persons and to the state, its officers and 
agents. 

The “Dostor'’s Amendment.”’ 

“Provided that licensed druggists may 
sel] and furnish pure alcohol, for medicl- 
ral purposes only, upon written prescrip- 
tion of a regular practicing physician of 
this state. in the manner herein pre- 
scribed, to wit: Before any physician 
shall issue any such prescription he shall 
make an actual examination of the per- 
son for whom the prescription is granted. 
The prescription shall be substantially 
in the following form: ‘Georgia 
county. I, a regular practicing 
physician under the laws of said state, 
do hereby prescribe fur the use of 

a patient in my charge, whom 
T have personally examined, uf 
pure alcohol, and do certify in my opin- 
fon that the same is necessary in the 
alleviation or cure of illness from which 
gaid patient is suffering. This (date). 
(Signed ‘by the physician), No prescrip- 
tion shall be filleq hereunder except upon 
the day upon which it is dated and is- 
sued, or upon the following day. Within 
ten duys after the same is filled by the 
druggist he shall file said prescription 
for record with the ordinary of the coun- 
ty in which filled, who snall cause the 


same to be recorded in his office, and a 
certified copy of the same, or the origi- 
nal prescription, showing it has been 
recorded, shall be primary evidence in 
any court In this state. The record con- 
taining such prescriptions shall be open 
tu public inepection. A recording fee of 
5 cents for each prescription so recorded 
shall be paid by such druggist to the 
ordinary. Upon any prosecution under 
this act the burden of proving the de- 
fense that the sale was of pure alcohol 
under prescription, as herein provided 
for, shall be upon the defendant. Pro- 
vided, further, no druggist who is also 


a practicing physician shall fil! his own

Washington, July 80.—The case of the peo- 
ple of Porto Rico vs. the Roman Catholie 
Apostolic church of Porto Rico, was docketed 
today in the supreme court of the United 
States.

yesterday, lasted from in the morning at 
9:20 o'clock until the afternoon at 4:35 
e’clock, when Mr. Covington, of Col- 
quit, was cut short fn the middle of 
an oratorical flight, as the time had ar- 
rived for the ‘‘call of the previous ques- 
tion.” 

During this time twenty-two ardent 
prohibitionists had divided the time of 
debate, between the hours mentioned, 
except for an hour of lunen recess, with 
twelve opponents of the measure. 

Speeches ranged from four to twenty 
minutes, according to the importance of 
the speakers, and ran the gamut from 
short business-like statements to ethe- 
rial fiights of oratory. 

All Visitors Shut Out. 

They were heard only by the members 
ef the house and fourteen newspaper 
men and one lady writer. 

That rule which shut out all visitors 

during the pendency of the maesure was 
rigidly adhered to, and complete order 
was kept throughout. 
Without a gallery for inspiration the 
speeches took on a more prosaic aspect, 
and those impassioned appeals and airy 
fights, which varied the monotony of 
the “prohibition day’’ last week, were 
lost, and the house, where the greatest 
law of the year was emnacte?, had the 
appearance of a commencement day with 
the speakers selected and their subjects 
announced beforehand. 

With ali the wealth of words’ which 
were poured into waiting ears it is 
doubtful if a single vote was changed, 
influenced or distrurbed in the slightest. 

It was the most matter-of-fact day’s 
legislation that has characterized the 
Bession, and was in marked and strik- 
ing contrast with what had been ex- 
pected. 

The Speaker Was Graceful. 

Speaker Slaton presided with his usuat

gavel when his time had expired. 

It was as well regulated as possibly 
could have been arranged. There was 
not a marring feature, not a single in- 
terruption, and only three taps for or- 
der during the long debating day. 

The debaters were well prepared to de- 
liver their talks. Some raced through 
and crowded into fifteen minutes what 
would have ordinarily required a haijf 
hour to be delivered. Others measured 
their words carefully, and wem at the 
task cf “going on record’ with that 
foresight and deliberation which left 
them about three conclusions from the 
finish when time was ealyied. And thus 
the day dragged on. 

Speakers knew when their times were 
coming, and were in their seats when 
announced, Once concluded they with- 


j;drew to the smoking room, where they 


remained for chats, smokes, and proba- 
Diy a brief nap. 

Several legislators were seen asleep at 
their desks. No debater allowed any 
interruption for questions, and hence 


all of the snap of debate was removed. 


All that was said feil upon deaf ears. : 


Those who craved the debate, most, were 
excluded, and packed the halls with a 
suffocating density. Each member of 
the house who emerged into that part 
of the building for any cause was im- 
mediately buttonholed by a half dozen 
or so white ribboners, and asked: 

“What's up now? Who's speaking? 
What's the amendment? How Yong  be- 
fore the final vote?’ until it was worth 
a suit of clothes to go into the lobby. 

Ladies Prepared Lunches. 

All through the day ltadies from the 
Women's Christian Temperance (Union 
Sat in the corridors and watched and 
waited. As dark drew on, snowy cloths 
were drawn from cavernous recesses and 
soon tables groaned under the weight of 
lunches, for it was seen that the vote 
would be late in the coming. 

In order to keep the crowd from being 
in total darkness an oil painting, hang- 
ing in the corridors, was converted into 
hilletin board. and every time a 
new speaker was announced in the 
house, hi sname, his posttion, and the 
time allotted him was sent out to 
the corridor and pinned to the picture 
frame. 

The eager crowd fed on this until the 
final vote was announced. It was a 
wealth of words shut fn, and a wealth 
of applause shut out. 

The speakers for both sides were ar- 
ranged in the house debate, their time 
being fixed by the leaders of either 
side.

Early in the day Mr. Wright of Floyd, 
to whom the tactics of the floor had 
been assigned by the Candler resolu- 
tion relinquished this duty to Mr. Cov- 
ington, of Colquitt, the author of the 
bill.

Mr. Massengale, of Warren, gave a 
five minutes’ discourse for the prohis. 
“The other side is trying to defeat this 
bill by postponing the enactment for six 
monthe or one year. Their cry is, “We 
must defeat it today, or if not, six 
months later. They do not want the 
extension of time mainly to close om 
their barrooms, but to gain time in which 
to defeat this bill.’ He was enna

Mr. Shaw, of Clay. 

Mr. Shaw, of Clay, took the floor for 
five minutes in the interests of the ma- 
jority. He said in part, “I am eA 
to cast my vote for the women and ¢ - 
dren of the state of Georgia. I am going 
to oppose every amendment proposed to 
weaken the bill. This house should not 
concede to anything to weaken our bill. 

“Gentlemen, this is the first speech I 
ever made before such a crowd. .We 
should rise as one man and fight every 
one of these amendments. We should 
give the people of Georgia the strongest 
prohibition bill possible.”’ 

Mr. Smith, of Campbell. 

Mr.- Smith, of Campbell county, was 
next for the prohis, with a five minutes 
argument. His county, he declared, was 
first to pass local option, but, being sO 
near Atlanta, could not get relief. A 
town near Atlanta might enact anti-jug 
laws. but wholesale whisky houses ig- 
nored them.. 

“There is no moral argument in favor 
of traffic of whisky. You cannot 
figure dollars and cents against the 
lives of the women and children of the 
state of Georgia. 1 do not believe the 
good people of Fulton will allow the 
liquor people to desecrate the right of 
the women and children and operate 
bling tigers near their churches\ and 
homes.”’ 

Mr. Moore. of Cherokee. 

Mr. Moore, of Cherokee, took up the 
argument again of the antis. “Gentle- 
men.’ he started, “I am for temperagce. 
We put the sale of whisky out of our 
county by public sentiment. Whenever 
vou take the rights of people they re- 
bel. Why not allow the remaining wet 
counties to act on it Individually as the 
dry counties have so done.” Like a 
great ma~~ others, this speaker favored 
local ontion. 

Mr. Anderson, of Bulloch. 

Mr. Anderson, of Bulloch, took up the 
discourse further for the antis in a five 
minute«’ speech. “I am against it be- 
eause it is against the democratic rje 
and principle of 
The voters of the state of Georgia cin 
settle every question, and settle it right. 
If we had made the prohibition issue a 
question in the primaries in 1906 we 
would have been where Dr. Nunnally and 
Dupont Guerry are today. I believe the 
amendment should be attached to the 
bill and be put to vote by the people. 
Won't vou send it back to your people? 
Are you afraid of your people? Send it 
back home .and let. the people decide 
an it.” 

Mr. Slade, of Muscogee. — 
Slade, of Muscogee, in a fifteen 
debate fought hard against the 
the bill.

Mr. Jackson, of Jones, took up the 
debate for the prohibitionists in a five 
minutes’ argume%t. He took the stand 
that the anti-jug law would not help the 
state. ‘‘They say. the taw is drastic.

Mr. Huie, of Clayton, in a five min- 
utes’ argument declared in a vigorous 
speech that the principle of state law is 
not to favor revenue, but to help the 
people.

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GOVERNOR GLENN’S CLUB. 

According to the railroad view of it, President Roosevelt has no monop- 
oly on the big stick. Governor Glenn, of North Carolina, is somewhat of 
a club-wielder himself. “Clubbed by Governor Glenn into becoming a party 
to the agreement which he himself dictated,” explains exactly their feelings 
as to bow the railroads have been dealt with in the Old North State. 

No doubt therg has been done a little of what might be called “club- 
bing.” But in considering the fact, the necessity and the occasion for it 
must not be overlooked. The club, as a weapon of defense, public and 
private, is often indispensable. ' 

Abstractly considered, there can be no doubt that the railroads, many of 
them, needed a little clubbing into line. Having for some years run things 
with a high hand, regardless of public rights, they had about reached the 
conclusion, it seemed, that the whole country and the fulness thereof was 
theirs. What more effectually than a club could convince any one of the 
erroneousness of that view? Often it is the only telling argument. | 

North Carolina, like Georgia and many other states, had suffered re- 
peated indignities at the hands of the railroads. All effort to suppress them 
or to correct the evils was promptly thwarted by federal injunction, the delay 
often defeating entirely the object sought to be gained, or at least suspend- 
ing the enforcement of the law during a long period unti] the slow-working 
court machinery could be induced to grind out its final decision. 

Take a single instance, enough in {iself to arouse the people to the 
point of exasperation. Two railroads with schedules which practically 
brought them together at a certain junction point were ordered to make 
an important mail and passenger connection for Raleigh, the capital of the 
state. They refused, enjoined the commission’s order and fought the case 
for a year or more before they finally learned from the supreme court of 
the United States that the North Carolina authorities were right and they 
were wrong. During all that time the people had to put up with the in- 
convenience they had sought to remedy and with which they had the right, 
the power and the authority to deal.’ 

Is it any wonder that the people of North Carolina should have felt a 
little bit put ont with the railroads, to state it. mildly, and that they should 
finally have protested against any further nullification of their laws? 

if the railroads have been clubbed in this instance, they have only them- 
selves to bla. It came because it was at last apparent that the club was 
the only weapon to which they were amenable. If they had responded to 
petition and entreaty with just and equitable concession, there would, per- 
haps, never have be@n any necessity for the uee of the club. 

Georgia is dealing today With the very conditions which have con- 
fronted North Carolina. The,same annoyance of bad service, failure to make 
important advertised connections, such as those between the trains of the 
Central of Georgia in Macon, violation of the state constitution by combina- 
tions in restraint of competition, and other abuses which have long cried 
aloud for remedy. The people have petitioned, begged and pleaded with the 
railroads to accord them fair treatment, but, more often than otherwise, in 
vain. 

They hdVe pursued the same course in this state, which, finally, as a 
last- resort, unsheathed the club in North Carolina.

WEEKLY COTTON REPOR1S. 


Director of the Census S. N. D. North, in announcing the arrangements 
which haye been perfected for collécting cotton ginning statistics during the 
present cotton season, declares that ten reports will be made instead of 
eight, as formerly. . 

The determination to have ten reports is a step in the right direction, 
but it does not go far enough. Twenty-eight reports between the ist of 
September and the latter part of March would come nearer filling the bill. 

The feature of the report which gave the greatest satisfaction in the 
south was the knowledge that two of the dates, September 8 and December 
8, tell on Sunday. Any congratulation on this score was short-lived, how- 
ever, on account of the subsequent announcement of Director North that 
these dates would be changed. 

The Constitution is very decidedly of the opinion that these government 
reports should be given out during a time when the cotton exchanges are 
not in session, and Saturday afternoons, for Sunday publication, is as good 
a time as any. Des 

Arrangements should be made to secure weekly reports from the gov- 
ernment’s agents. The best possible plan would be to have them wire the 
returns from their sections on Friday night, so they could be tabulated and 
the results given out after the close of the exchanges on Saturday. The 
information would then be generally disseminated, so that cotton grower, 
cotton Sroker and co®@ton gambler would’ have an equal advantage upon the

The life of the average citizen has its share of surprises, but the path 
of the politician is beset with surprises at every turn.

John Hollis Bankhead, whose ambition to serve a tenth term in the 
national house of representatives was unkindly defeated by the people of 
the sixth district in order that they might gratify that of the younger and 
more vigorous Richmond Pearson Hobson, did not brood long over this 
change of sentiment on paré of his old constituents, but offered himself to 
the people of the whole state as a candidate for alternate senator. He re- 
ceived the largest popular vote in that primary and upon the death of 
Senator Morgan, a few weeks ago, succeeded to his place for the term expir- 
ing in 1913. He will thus have a full six years’ term, since Senator Mor- 
gan’s new term only began with the 4th of March last. 

Had Representative Bankhead not been defeated for reelection, he would 
not now be Penater Bankhead. Had the people of his home district not 
decided that they could dispense with his services, he would riot have offered 
for and would not have received at the hands of the people of the whole 
State the highest honor within their gift to bestow. Senator Bankhead has 
every reason to feel satisfied and grateful for this expression of the admira- 
tion and regard of the people of Alabama.

For the past two 
or three months, Everett, the minor 
son, has been- going into saloons and 
buying whisky and beer. The saloon 
men, s0 they stated in court, had been 
led to believe that the boy was of age 
from statements made by the father. 

Following close upon the buying 
liquor by the minor, came warrants 
sworn out by the father, who would 
then se about to effect a compromise 
by securing a cash payment, 

It was also charged that the elder 
son had himself appointed a justice 
courtb ailiff in order that he might aid 
his father in carrying out the Dlack- 


mailing scheme. 

It was in evidence that one saloon 
man paid Wilson $25 cash to have 4 
warrant dismissed, and that Wilson 
went into a number of saloons and told 
the bartenders that Everett was over 
21 years of age. ; | 

Case Compromised for $25. 

Yesterday morning s@me dozen saloon 
men were in the recorder’s court tc 
testify against Wilson and his two 
sons. 

J. H. Barnhardt, who has a_. ~»beer 
saloon at 502 Decatur street, testified 
that W. T. Wilson swore eut a warrant 
against “him on the charge of sélling 
Everett Wilson, a minor, beer, and that 
the warrant was subsequently withdrawn 
upon the payment of $25 to Wilson, | 
which he demanded. 

James Hughes, a beer saloon keeper, 
said that Everett had tried to enter his 
saloon, but was kept out. 

Louis Trotzer, saloon keeper at 304 
Decatur street, said that Bailiff F. C. 
Taylor, of Justice Owen's court, had 
told him Wilson had a warrant for him 
because Everett had bought beer in his 
saloon. 

“IT asked him to show me the war- 
rant,"t said Trotzer, ‘and he said he 
would have to see Wilson first. I never 
heard of the matter again.”’ 

Bailoff Taylor testified that he told 
Trotzer that Wilson iritended to take 
Out a warrant. The witness stated that 
Wilson had already taken out warrants 
for two other saloons, and the cases’ 
were stil] pending. 

[Five or six saloon men testified 
Wilson had entered their saloons 
told them that Everett was of age. 

Wilson Denies the Charge. 

Wilson denied that he had been run- 
ning any blackmailing scheme, and said 
that he had only been trying to prevent 
his minor son from buying liquor. He 
admitted compromising a case with 
Bernhardt for $25, and said he thought 
it was all right. He also denied that 
he ever told any saloon men that his 
minor son was over 21 years or age. 

J. W. Wilson stated that his father 
was seeking to prevent Everett from 
getting drunk. 

Everett said he had never 
saloon with his father. 

Recorder Broyles held the father in 
a $100 bond under the following statute 
of the state code: 

“If any person, informing or prosecut- 
ing under pretense of any penal law, 
shall compound with the offender or di- 
rect the suit or information to be dis- 
continued, unless it be by leave of the 
court where the same is pending, he 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor.”’ 

Everett Wilson was fined $25.75 for 
entering saloons when a minor, and the 
Case against the older brother was dis- 
missed.

A. Parker, of Waycross. 
The returns, assessments and findings 


of the umpire were as follows: 

Augusta Railway and Electric Com- 
pany, return $697,169; assessed by 
comptroller general at $1,472,000; valua- 
tion fixed by umpire at $931,780. The 
arbitrator for the ralroad company was 
Colonel D. B. Dyer, of Augusta. 

Columbus Railroad Company, returned 
at $246,633; assessed at $656,000: valued 
by umpire at $385,768. 

Macon Raflway and Light Company, 
returned at $533,619; assessed at $984;- 
000; value fixed by umpire at $768,813. 

Savannah Electric Company, returned 
at $1,170,060; assessed t $2,120,000; 
value fixed by umpire at $1,546,256. 

H. H. Dean, of Gainesville, Ga., was 
the arbitrator representing the last 
three named companies. 

Railroad Commissioner O. B. Stevens 
represented the state in each of these 
cases, and stood out for the assessments 
as made by the comptroller general. He 
dissented from the findings of the um- 
pire, considering them too low in view 
of the valuation fixed for the Georgia 
Railway and Blectric Company and all 
other properties of like class. 

Judge Parker, the umpire, was a strong 
supporter of the present administration 
and the Macon platform. #He based his 
findings principally on the fact that prac- 
tically all property in the siate is re- 
turned at from 60 to 75 per ceht of its 
actual value and he thought the same 
standard should be fixed for corpora- 
tion property. 

Commissioner Stevens has refused to 
sign the awards as the representative 
of the state, and will write a dissent- 


ing opinion.

Mayor Joyner Says That a Confer- 
“ence Will Be Held as Soon as 
Engineer Makes a Report. 
Status of Pump @Ques- 
tion Up to Date. 


Mayor Joyner stated yesterday that 
the special council committee on a new 
reservoir would not meet with the 
board of county *commissioners until 
the city had made a full and careful 
Survey and investigation of the pres- 
ent status of the new reservoir. As soon 
as this is ddne the committee will be 
Called together for the purpose of 
agreeing upon a time when a confer- 
ence can be held with the county board. 

“Before we can confer with the 
county board,” said the mayor, “we 
must have a full and correct data about 
the reservoir. We must be able to state 
exactly how much earth is yet to be 
removed, what amount of labor it will 
require and what the total cost will be. 
With these facts in our possessiom we 
can say to the county commissioners, 
‘Here is what must be done,’ and ask 
them then how much of the work they 
can do for us and at what time they 
can do it.” \ 

The city engineers have been in- 
structed to make the survey of the new 
reservoir at once and they will proba- 
bly begin today. The work will take 
several days and as soon as it is com- 
pleted a report will be made to the 
mayor, who is chairman of the special 
committee. 

It will not be possible for the com- 
mittee to report back to cauncil next 
Monday afternoon, and the report will 
probably not be made until the meeting 
on August 19. 

About a Néw Pump. 

The city council is expected to act 
on the purchase of a new pump at the 
meeting Monday afternoon. 

Several members of council held a dis- 
cussion in the mayor’s office yester- 
day afternoon, while waiting for com- 
mittee meetings, and the position taken 
at the last meeting of council by Al- 
derman Key was mentioned. 

Alderman Key asked Mr. Hurt if he 
would be willing to rent or lend the 
city his centrifugal pump, if it did not 
do the work satisfactorily after being 
installed at Hemphill station, and let it 
remain there until the city could get 
another pump. Mr. Hurt replied that he 
would readily consent to letting the 
city have the use of the pump under 
such conditions. .
